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INTRODUCTION. 



IN the following pages I claim no greater 
merit than that of a diligent compiler. 
With such a work as Renouard's 
" Annales de Tlmprimerie des Aides " as 
a guide, all I have had to do has been to 
verify his facts, examine such objections 
as Brunet and other bibliographers have 
raised against his conclusions, and then 
state what I myself believe to be the 
truth, moulding the whole into as read- 
able a form as I could, and endeavouring 
to make my Catalogue (for it is little more) 
as little tedious and technical as was con-

sistcnt with the main object I had in view, 
viz.: to produce a handy guide for the use 
of the librarian and bibliophile. How far 
I have been successful, I leave others to 
judge. 

The form I have given this Catalogue 
differs from Renouard's. I have given 
a short narrative of the lives of Aldus 
Manutius the Elder, Paulus Manutius, 
and Aldus Manutius the Younger, in- 
serting notices of the >vorks printed by 
them in chronological order, while the 
Index at the end of Vol. III. will enable 
the reader to refer at once to any par- 
ticular work he may desire to obtain 
information about.

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HLDO MANUZIO, or, in the Latinised 
and better-known form, Aldus Manu- 
tius, was born in 1447, in the small 
town of Bassiano, near Velletri, for he 
calls himself Manutius Bassianas both in 
ihe Thesaurus Cornucopia of 1496 and in the 
Aristotle of 1495-97, and the word Bassianas 
is explained by Aldus the Younger, his grand- 
son, in No. 4 of his Quasiti per Epistolaniy 1596, 
when, writing to Cardinal Niccol6 Gaettno, 
he informs him that he is led to dedicate his work 
to him, because his grandfather's native place 
belonged to the family of Gaetano : '* Quod autem 
majus, quam avum ex eo loco cui familia lua jus 
dicit, avitoque imperio prseses, originem ducere." 
The Cardinal was Prince of Sermonetta, in which 
principality Bassiano was situated. Renouard 
attributes the fact of Aldus having changed his 
desig^nation from Bassianas to Romanus to the 
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cofiii arative obfcurity of Btssumo, winch led him 
to adopt the name of the nearest Urge dty, the 
greatest of ancient or modem times. 

From his own account , it appears that the pcr- 
lon to whom his father intrusted his edncatkn 
was an ignorant pedagogue, who made him learn 
off by heart the barbarous verses of the DoctrimaU 
of Alexander de Villa-Dei, supposed to mcalcate 
the principles of the Latin grammar, though in 
reality ridiculous and often unintelligible nonsense. 
It was, however, the only elementary book of 
initmction in this branch then in use, and bitter 
was the lot of the youth of those days who had 
not at his elbow an intelligent master to expound 
its ol)scure mysteries! Aldus ever remembered 
the tortures his brain had suffered when poring 
over Villa- Deis' grammar, and one of his first 
works was the composition of a Latin grammar, 
first printed by him in 1 501, and since often re- 
printed, which soon drove his old enemy into 
well-merited oblivion. It is, of course, wanting 
in the precision and analytical method of modern 
days, but Aldus, as a grammarian, has the same 
merit as is universally conceded to him as a typo- 
grapher, of having enabled those who followed 
him to do better than himself. A few years later 
he went to Rome, where he studied under that 
peregregius grammcUicus (as he calls him in his 
preface to the Hesiod of 1495), Caspar of Verona, 
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and Domizio Calderino. (See preface to Statius 
of 1502). 

Under these celebrated professors, he made 
rapid progress in the study of Latin, and was soon 
named tutor to Alberto Pio, Prince of Carpi, 
nephew of John Picus of Mirandola. A warm 
friendship sprang up between master and pupil, 
which lasted throughout their lives, and amongst 
various privileges conferred on Aldus, we find the 
Prince in 1503 authorising him to add to his name 
the name of Pio. From that time Aldus always 
calls himself Aldus Pius Manutius Romanus, 
The Prince seems to have resided near Ferrara, 
where Aldus attended the lectures of Giovanni 
Guarini, who then filled the chair of Greek in 
that city. How he profited by his lessons may 
be gathered from his numerous editions of Greek 
authors and from his Greek Grammar, which, 
even now, has a certain value. 

In the year 1482 Ferrara was threatened by the 
Venetian army, and Aldus withdrew to Mirandola, 
under the protection of his pupil's uncle, '*quod 
et amaret litcratos viros, et faveret ingeniis,'* as 
he writes to Polizianus in 1485. Picus certainly 
conferred great favours on Aldus, and, in 1488, 
advanced him the necessary funds to start a press 
at Venice, this city appearing to offer the greatest 
advantages, from its love of Arts and Literature. 
The date is fixed by Aldus himself, in the preface 
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to the AristoUlis Ogamttn of 1495, ^ ^ ^J^ ^^ 
is then the seventh year he has been engaged in 
the diflUcult and expensive operation of establish- 
ing a press. The first work printed by him was 

I. MUS^I Opusculum de Herone & 
I^ndro quod & in latinam linguam ad 
uerbum tralatum est.

Collation: For the Greek, 10 leaves (Sigs. A to 
Aiiiij); — For the Latin, Title-page, and 11 
leaves (Sigs. Bij to Bvj). These 22 leaves are 
generally bound so that the Latin faces the 
Greek. Some copies have on the second and 
third Latin leaves the sigs. C and Cij. 

This edition of Musseus is not only the first work 
of Aldus as a printer, which is proved by the pre- 
face to the 8vo. edition of 1517, but also the 
EdUio Princeps of the poem itself, the Florence 
edition, 4to, no date, printed by Alopa in capitals, 
having only appeared after the Anthologia of 
1496, in the preface to which Lascaris speaks of 
the use of capitals for the text as an advantageous 
innovation, whilst it evidently preceded the Greek 
Grammar of Lascaris, issued by Aldus in 1494. 
It was printed early in the latter year. It is one 
of the very rarest of the productions of the Venice 
press. From a literary point of view, however, 
the Florenise edition is the best. (See Matth. 
Rover's edition of Musseus, Leyden, 1737). 
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The Musaeus was soon followed (in February 
1494-5) * by 

2. CONSTANTINILascarisEroteniata, 
cum interpretatione latina, etc. 4to, 

This being the first work printed by Aldus with 
a date, which occurs in the colophon :

S, on the last page of which 
is the above colophon. Then comes another 
series of three signatures, A B and C, contain- 
ing a preface of Aldus Ad Siudiosos, an Alpha- 
bcium GracufHi Oratio DoininUa^ Carmina 
aurea Pyihagora^ &c. &c., all of which are 
mentioned on the title-page, and are therefore 
part of the work, though the last page of sig. 
C has

which proves that the book, though dated in 
former colophon 1494, really appeared in 1495. 
This is again followed by two leaves, not in- 
cluded in the register of signatures, containing 
errata and a passage from Moscopulus, [Rf- 
js^ister : A — R in fours, S in twos, A — C in 
fours, 2 leaves net included in register.] 

Kenouard thinks the Lascaris, the type of which 
was extremely rude, and was never again used, 
except for a few lines in the first volume of the 
Aristotle of 1495, was the first work begun by 
Aldus, but that the Musttus was undertaken, and, 
l)eing very short, was completed while the Lascaris 
was passing through the press. This view I quite 
agree with. 

Panser (vol. iii., p. 378) mentions a copy of 
which sig. S must have been reprinted, as the 
colophon, instead of occupying six lines, as is 
usual, takes up fourteen lines, and bears the date 

Jnno ab incarnaiione Dni nri lESV 
xtL m. cccclxxxxv, ultimo Februarii, 

The Lascaris no doubt proved a profitable 
undertaking, for it appears from the preface that 
the first edition of the work (Milan, 1476, folio) 
had already become scarce. The Aldine edition 
is now, however, rarer than the Edilio princeps. 
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For some years Aldus had been preparing an 
edition in Greek of the works of Aristotle. It is 
difficult to picture to one's self the gigantic labour 
involved in such an undertaking. The mere 
deciphering of such a mass of ancient manuscripts, 
many unintelligible or disfigured through the 
ignorance of the scribes, and no two copies 
agreeing in tl^eir readings, must have presented 
such difficulties that we can only wonder at and 
admire the courage of him who first undertook 
such a task. And when we remember that Aldus 
did this not only in the case of the five volumes 
which form his collection of the works of Aristotle, 
but also in the numerous editions of Greek authors 
which he afterwards produced, we cannot be 
astonished that a few errors should have crept 
in, a few readings should appear doubtful, which 
later editors, lighted on their way by the lamp 
he had lit, have been enabled to rectify since his 
day. The first volume of the collected works 
appeared with the title :

The date appears in the colophon (on last page 
but one) :

The four last volumes did not appear till 1497- 
98. Aldus was assisted in his work by Alexander 
Bondinus (Agaihttnerus), and the volume was 
dedicated to his former pupil, Alberto, Prince 
of Carpi. To each volume Aldus has prefixed a 
preface, and to understand the plan of the work, 
these should be read. Indeed, all his prefaces 
are worth reading : some on account of the infor- 
mation they give as to the method adopted by 
the editor ; others for the scraps of valuable 
knowledge imparted as to the lives and manners 
of the principal literary men of the 15th century. 
Complete copies of the Aristotle are scarce. A 
fine copy on vellum is in the Biblioth^ue Nationale 
at Paris. 

Two months later, in January 1495-6,* Aldus 
produced

This edition is extremely rare, containing, as it 
does, the eJitiones princepts of all four authors, 
but at the same time very incomplete, in so far as 
regards the treatise of Apollonius, De Construe- 
time. This Apollonius, sumamed AYSKOAOi' 
(morosus), was the father of Plerodianus, whose 
work follows in the same volume, and taught at 
Alexandria under Adrian, coming to Rome under 
Marcus Aurelius. Junta issued an edition of the 
De Construct ione in 1515, 8vo, as incomplete as 
that of Aldus. The first complete edition is that 
of Frankfort, 1590, 4to. 

In February were published

The edition is very rare, and is the tirst of

almost all the works it contains. In Reiske*s 
Theocritus, p. vii., will be found a list of diiFercnces 
noted by Reiske in two copies of this edition. 
Renouard concludes that signatures Z F and O G 
were reprinted with certiin corrections. There 
are many emendations in the second impression, 
but it may be at once distinguished by the last 
page of sig. G having a piece of verse on the 
death of Adonis, while the original is blank. Of 
the two impressions the first is the rarest, the 
second the best. 

The year 1495, old style,* closed with the 
publication of Aldus's first entirely Latin work,

This pamphlet is as beautiful as it is rare, Aldus 
having thrown aside the rude type used in the 
Musaus, as well as the still ruder employed in the 
Lascaris, The text begins on the first page. 

* It must be remembered that the Old Calendar 
made the year begin in March and end in February, 
so that November J 49 5 was three months earlier than 
February 1495. 
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Renouard considers that one other work was 
printed by Aldus in 1495, viz. : —

These sheets bear no date, but are printed with 
the same type used for the Bembi Aetna of 1495. 
It does not seem to me, however, that the type 
is so new in the Diaria as in the Aetna^ and a.s 
the latter is dated at the end of 1495, ^ would 
rather attribute the former to the year 1496, 

In 1496 Aldus produced, so far as we know, 
but one book, viz.: —

This is a fine edition, well printed, and ex- 
tremely rare. 

In 1497, the productions of Aldus's press increase 
considerably in number. We have

These volumes form the second, third, and 
fourth of Aristotle's works, the first of which 
appeared in 1495. The fourth volume is very 
rare. Even in 1499 Erasmus, in one of his letters, 
says he could not get a copy. Bolzanius or Bol- 
zani was born . at Bell u no, and assisted Aldus in 
many of his Greek editions.

Besides these works, Aldus issued a catalogue 
in 1498, which is extremely curious, as the 
prices at which Aldus sold his books are given. 
Only one copy of this catalogue, as well as of the 
catalogues of 1503 and 15 13, is known to exist. 
It was discovered in a Greek manuscript (No. 
3064) in the Biblioth^que Nationale of Paris. On 
the back of the Catalogue of 15 13 is written, it is 
believed, by Francis d' Asola : ** II primo Indice 
de la bona anima di M. Aldo." These catalogues 
are reprinted in full in the appendix to vol iii. of 
this work.

An extraordinary book, written in Italian, in- 
terspersed with manufactured words from the 
Greek, Hebrew, etc. It contains many woodcuts^ 
attributed to Andrea Mantegna. The author was 

D 
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Francis Columna, and is revealed in a quaint 
fashion. By taking the 38 initial letters of the 3S 
chapters in the work, we find the following sen- 
tence ' — Poliam frtUer Francisctis Columna pera- 
mavit, Columna was a Venetian monk, who 
died in 1525, aged over 80. The plate of the 
sacrifice to Priapus, sig. M,y being somewhat free, 
is often wanting. The work is very rare, and 
fetches a high price.

With the year 1501, we enter on a new epoch 
in the annals of the Aldine Press, for it is in this 
year that the celebrated italic first makes its 
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appearance. But before referring to it in detail I 
must mention :

This book is the first in which Aldus used his 
celebrated mark of the anchor. He had long 
meditated adopting it, for, at the end of the 
collection of old astronomers published in 1499, 
he says, *'Sum ipse mihi optimus testis, me 
semper habere comites, ut oportere aiunt, Del- 
phinum et Anchoram. Nam et dedimus multa 
cunctando, et damus assidue." And on page d 7 
of the Polyphilus of the same date, at the foot of 
one of the quaint wood engravings, will be found 
this emblem. The first mark adopted is a plain 
anchor, somewhat square at the bottom, with a 
dolphin twisted round it, and the name ALDVS 
printed in two syllables, one on each side. In 
some of his early books the same mark is sur- 
rounded with a border. In 1540 his sons had it 
re-engraved, the anchor being more rounded at 
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the bottom, and the dolphin not clinging so 
closely to it. In 1546, it became far more elabo- 
rate, an ornament of flowers, cupids, &c., sur- 
rounding it, and the words being changed to 
Aldi Filii. In 1555, Paulus Manutius having 
l)ecome sole master of the establishment, returned 
to mark No. 2, sometimes surrounded with an 
oval border. The Emperor Maximilian having 
granted to Paulus Manutius certain arms in which 
the anchor and dolphin appeared, Aldus the 
younger adopted them as his typographical mark, 
which he used till 1 581. After that date we find 
none but the old No. 2 used. 

After this extremely rare collection of Christian 
poets, Aldus published.

This is the first work printed by Aldus with his 
celebrated italic type. It is said that Petrarch's 
writing first suggested this form, and that the 
designer and engraver was Francis of Bologna, 
who had designed and engraved all his previous 
founts. I£owever this may be, and the verses at 
beginning of the virgil of 1501, " In Grammato- 
glyptae laudem" seem to me to prove the fact 
beyond all question, this little italic caused a 
revolution in printing, for, notwithstanding special 
privileges granted to Aldus by Pope Alexander VI, 
by the senate of Venice, and other sovereigns and 
republics, imitations sprang up at Fano, in the 
duchy of Urbino ; at Florence, where the Giunti, 
however religious they might be, cared little for 
ecclesiastical thunders in purely commercial 
matters ; at Lyons, Basle and other places. 

This book is extremely rare. — Three copies on 
vellum are known : one in the British Museum, 
one belonging to Lord Spencer, and one that 
belonged to Mr. Woodhull. Though precious on 
account of its rarity, it is far surpassed, as a 
'literary work, by the edition of 15 14. Seven 
other works appeared in the same year.*

Aldus had loi^ fdt that he could not, 
notwithstanding his energy, do jostice to all 
his work if he continued singie-handcd. ile 
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collected around bhn a body of the most 
learned men of the age, whom he called Aldi 
Neacadentia. On certain days they assembled in 
his house to discuss interesting literary points, 
to decide what authors should be published, and 
especially what manuscripts should be adopted as 
the text to be followed. These manuscripts he 
procured with infinite trouble and expense from 
all parts of Europe. About 1500 or 1 501, Aldus 
married the daughter of Andrea Torresano, of 
Asola, also a Venetian printer, who, as I shall 
show later on, became his son-in-law's partner in 
1508.

It appears that in 15 13 Aldus, when printing his 
Greek orators being out of his Demosthenes 
of 1504, reprinted it, but with the same date of 
1504. The second edition is the best from a 
literary point of view. It appears from the 
preface that Aldus printed a very small number of 
copies; why, we have no means of ascertaining.

In 1506, the war which raged in Italy caused 
Aldus to leave Venice, and his works were there- 
fore closed. He lost heavily through the war, and 
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when be returned to Venice in 1507, he found 
himself poorer than when he had left it. He 
began to work, but found himself crippled by 
want of means.

In the month of April of this year Aldus closed 
his laborious career, dying at the age of 70. He 
left four children — Manutio de, Manutii, who be- 
came priest and lived at Asola, where he was 
often visited by his brother Paulus ; Antonio, who 
cultivated literature, and was certainly a book- 
seller at Bologna, if not a printer (see under the 
year 1556); Paulus Manutius, born in 1512, who 
afterwards carried on his father's business : and a 
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daughter, whose name is unknown, but who mar- 
ried a certain Julio Catone, of Mantua. 

It is difficult to picture to ourselves the passion 
with which Aldus reproduced the master-pieces of 
ancient literature, and it would seem impossible 
that one man should have been able to carry on 
simultaneously the laborious occupations of a 
printer, editor, and author, besides delivering 
lectures on a variety of subjects to the youth of 
Venice. Such men are rare in our day, and though 
I know an instance or two, the men themselves, 
in most cases, pass unnoticed by the crowd, and 
are often looked down upon by the vulgar. 
Happily for Aldus, such has not been the case 
with him. The names of the Estiennes, the 
Plantins, and especially of the Elzeviers and of 
Aldus and his son, will live as long as men study 
the gems of antiquity ! Honour to those who 
have rescued from the obliterating dust of ages 
those marvellous productions of Greece and of 
Rome, which, had it not been for their days of 
labour and nights of toilsome research, had pro- 
bably, long ere now, been lost to us for ever !

HFTER the death of Aldus, his children 
being still quite young, his lather-in- 
law, Andrea d'Asola, undertook the 
management of the printing establish- 
ment, assisted by his two sons, Francesco and 
Frederick. From 1515 to 1529 edition followed 
edition in rapid succession, and if, from a literary 
point of view, the works which issued from the 
Aldine Press during these fourteen years are 
inferior as a rule to those of Aldus, or of Paul 
Manutius, they are at any rate beautifully printed, 
most of them rare, and much sought after. One 
mistake Andrea Torresano made : instead of 
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gathering round him men whose learning might 
have assisted him in the difficult task which had 
now fallen to his share, either from false economy 
or literary presumption, he endeavoured to do the 
whole of the editing assisted only by his sons. 

All the works» with few exceptions, printed 
during the regency, if we may so call it, of Andrea 
d*Asola bear the imprint : In Aedibus Aldi et 
Andftae Asulani Soceri^ and I shall therefore 
omit this imprint, save where any difference 
appears in the formula.

^^^^kUKING the y.ears that Andrea d'Asola 
%y 1 had managed the undertaking, the 
^^^ children of Aldus were growing up. 
For the Brst few years they remained 
under the guardianship of their mother at Asola, 
but they were soon removed to Venice, where Paul 
especially was received with open arms by his 
father's old friends, Bembo, Kamberto, Egnatio, 
and others. He devoted himself to study with 
such ardour that he seriously injured his health, 
and for two years had to give up work of every 
description. Having recovered his strength, he 
experienced great annoyance from the disputes 
which arose between his uncles and himself as 
to the working of the printing establishment, 
domesticas contraversias^ as he calls them in a 
letter to his friend Saulius (Ep. i. 3). From 1529 
to 1533 the Press remained inactive, but in the 
latter year Paulus Manutius, though only 21 
years of age, took the management into his own 
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hands, and we now find that most^ if not all, the 
works issuing from his Press bear the imprint ** In 
Aedibus Haeredum Aldi et Andrese Asulani 
Soceri." I shall not quote the imprint in future, 
and, as I now trust the reader has understood the 
plan I am following, I shall also omit the repeti- 
tion of the word ** Collationy* though I shall con- 
tinue to give the Collation itself after the size of 
each volume. The date will be given at the head 
of the list of publications for each year, but will 
not be repeated after each work.

On the 6th of April 1574, Paulus Manutius 
died, at the SLge of 61. He was buried in the 
Dominican Church at Rome. He had fought a 
noble fight, and he descended into the grave 
amidst the tears of his family and friends, and the 
universal r^[ret of all. He was a master indeed 
in the Art of typography ; the finest Latin scholar, 
to judge from his letters, of his age ; a dutiful son, 
an affectionate father, and a true and noble man.

a.LDU8 THE YOUNGER 



HLDUS the Younger was the son of 
Paulus Manutius, and was born on the 
13th February, 1547. Wlien aged 11, 
a work was published under his name, 
Elfganze della lingua Latina e toscana^ probably 
written by his father. During his father's long 
stay at Rome, Aldus was appointed to manage the 
Venice press. In 1572 Aldus married Francesca 
Lucrezia, of the Giunti family, of Florence, and 
two years later his father's death left him sole 
master of the printing establishment. In 1585 he 
accepted the chair of Rhetoric at Bologna. Thence 
he pas&ed to Pisa in 1587, and to Rome the 
following year, where the same chair had been 
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placed at his disposal three years before. In 
1590 he obtained the management of the Vatican 
Press. Meanwhile the Aldine Press at Venice 
was not idle, but, with Nicolo Manassi as manager, 
continued to produce edition after edition. I do 
not agree with Renouard's view that Manassi was 
the owner, not the manager, of the works. On 
the 28th of October 1707, Aldus died at Romef, at 
the age of 50. \ 

To his grandfather and father he owed the 
celebrity he enjoyed, far more than to his own 
merits. Anxious to make a name as an author, 
he neglected the duties of a printer, and the works 
printed by him never have had, and never will 
have, the value of those printed by Aldus the 
Elder and Paulus Manutius. Consequently, I 
have not thought- it necessary to go into so many 
details as to his productions as I have done with 
regard to those of his father and grandfather. 
With a few exceptions, Aldine editions after 1574 
are little sought after. In Aldus Manutius the 
Younger ended a family, the honour of literature 
and typography, whose fame cannot die so long 
as a single one of the volumes printed by them 
during a whole century shall continue to exist !
